NABUJAK OD ORAHA 
(WALNUT STEAMED PUDDING) 


3/4 c. sugar 
8 egg yolks 
1-1/2 c. ground 
walnuts 

8 egg whites, stiffly 
beaten 


1-1/4 c. milk 

1 tbsp grated 
lemon rind 

2 tbsp fine 

breadcrumbs 


Beat the egg yolks and sugar until light and 
lemon colored. Add the ground walnuts and 
milk, and cook in the top of a double boiler 
until the mixture thickens, beating constantly. 
Remove from heat. Beat in the grated lemon 
rind, breadcrumbs and stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Grease a mold and sprinkle with fine 
breadcrumbs. Pour the batter into the mold 
and steam for one hour. Serve with lemon 
sauce.

JUNE RENEWALS 


MARY GIZDICH 
MILLIE ZANKI 
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(This very interesting article was sent 
to me by a YACO member who thought you 
might enjoy reading about ROSE ERCEG.) 

ROSE ERCEG was born in 1898 in a fish¬ 
ing village in Yugoslavia, one of nine 
children. She married in 1921, immigrated 
to the United States, and after a few 
moves settled in Portland, Oregon where she 
now lives. Most of her life was devoted to 
her husband and large family, but two years 
after her husband's death in 1959, she 
expressed a desire to paint. Her children 
bought her watercolors and brushes, and 
she went to work without hesitation. 

With bold lines and bright palette 
of red, yellow, and green, ERCEG began to 
recreate the villages and landscapes of 
her native Yugoslavia. Now 88, she con¬ 
tinues to depict in the same direct 
manner, her clear memories of the old 
country. 

ROSE (RUZA) reared nine children - 
seven girls and two boys. 

"Mother's art interest has been fermenting 
a long time," says Joe Erceg, her eldest 
sone who is a commercial designer with 
Douglas Lynch Associates. 

"When I was in the service, she wrote 
me she was interested in taking up 
painting and after my release from the 
army I bought her first set of water colors 


and brushes not knowing what would eventually 
happen." 

"Well, she became so good that my brother, 
Don, and I became jealous and embarrassed 
and switched from our hobby of painting to 
photography," confessed Joe. 

Mrs. ERCEG never has had a drawing lesson. 

According to her sons, lessons might ruin 
her future work. "Her discoveries have 
been entirely her own, from the hilarious way 
she deals with perspective to her wonderful 
color," said Joe. 

It takes ROSE ERCEG the better part of an 
afternoon "to do" a picture, and she never 
bothers with pencil-sketching preliminaries. 

She attacks the subject directly, with one of 
her fat sable brushes. For inspiration she 
frequently consults magazines, or Joe checks 
a book from the library that offers bright 
blue seas and Mediterranean skies or rolling, 
flower-dotted countryside, European style. 

Her sons object but Mrs. ERCEG still paints 
on whatever happens to be handy - tops of card¬ 
board boxes, brown wrapping paper, even 
overpainting photographic prints discarded 
by her photographer sons. 

What strikes the viewer seeing Mrs. ERCEG l s 
paintings for the first time are their pic¬ 
turesque compositon and in Joe's words: "Her 
wonderful color." 

"Color combinations are very original - 
she'll try anything; rules that govern other 
types of painting just do not apply in her 
case," said Joe. 

To complicate matters Mrs. ERCEG is a very 
shy artist. 

Unlike most painters, she would prefer not 
to comment on her work. If you pull a few 
words from her, they might be: "Sometimes 
I start my pictures from the top. Sometimes 
I start them from the bottom." Or, in regard 
to some Van Gogh-like farm scenes composed of 
series of swirling lines made with a 35-cent

felt pen, "Whew ... making all those lines ... 
Sure I have a big headache after doing one." 

An exhibition of her work a few years ago 
in the Best Gallery at Lloyd Center neither 
affected Mrs. ERCEG's quiet personality nor 
the naive character of her work. She still 
is her own audience and she works for her 
own pleasure. 

Even today her boys are perplexed as ever 
when it comes to offering her advice. 

Joe says: "I don't want to ruin her ... 

She can be carried away with her paints and 
there have been times when to keep her from 
spoiling an otherwise fine picture. I've 
said to her: 'Mother, please stop. Don't 
do another thing to it.'" 

Pictures her family most favor deck the 
living room walls of the ERCEG home in 
North Portland and Mrs. ERCEG isn't in¬ 
terested in selling any of them. 

She continues to do most of her painting 
afternoons at the kitchen table to the 
accompaniment of records she plays on Joe's 
hi-fi. 

She especially enjoys guitar music. 

"If I were young again, I would learn to 
play guitar myself," she says, then adds 
with a shy smile, "Maybe I will."

OF LIPICA 


By ZIKA JOVANOVIC 

Emperor Ferdinand I Hapsburg, who ruled 
Austria from 1556 to 1564, divided his 
empire into three parts in his will. His 
eldest son, Maximilian II, received the royal 
crown and the largest, northern part of the 
country, together with Vienna. The middle 
son. Archduke Ferdinand, was given the Tyrol 
in the west, while the youngest son, 

Archduke Charles, was left with the southern 
part stretching from Graz to Trieste. 

Archduke Charles, son, brother and father 
to Hapsburg emperors, never himself became 
ruler of Austria, but one thing he did at 
the time was worthy of an emperor: he founded 
a stud-farm of thoroughbred horses which 
is still world-famous today. 

In 1580, Charles bought the estate of 
Lipitza from the bishops of Trieste. Located 
some ten kilometres east of Trieste, the 
estate at that time consisted of the bishop's 
palace - still in existence though greatly 
changed in appearance - and a small settle¬ 
ment of Slovenian serfs. These peasants 
(there were always five to seven large 
families) saw to the upkeep of the bishop's 
palace and gardens, cut wood for the bishop 
and cultivated the narrow strip of fertile 
land near the settlement which they rented. 

Although the etymology of the name 
"Lipitza" is still disputed, most chroniclers 
agree that it is of Slovenian origin and was

probably taken from the, word Lipica (small 
linden tree). The Austrian court later 
changed the spelling from Lipitza to 
Lipizza, which was retained by the Italians 
when the region came under their authority 
after the First World War. Today the ac¬ 
cepted form is the Slovenian Lipica, 
which we shall use from now on to avoid 
confusion. 

Lipica is a small green oasis on the 
karst platieu lying between the Bay of 
Trieste and the valley of the river Vipava. 
The name "karst" in Mediterranean regions 
is applied to an area with a dry climate and 
arid rocky configuration composed of lime¬ 
stone and clay. Today we may only guess 
at the reasons which impelled the Archduke 
Charles to purchase the Lipica estate and to 
set up the court stud right in the middle 
of that bleak karst region, short on water 
and far removed from Vienna. There are 
several possible reasons for his choice. 

According to some writers, excellent 
horses had been bred in the area since 
time immemorial. As they were both fast 
and sturdy, the Romans used them as war 
horses and racehorses in the arena. In 
honour of these horses, a temple was raised 
to the Thracian god of horses, Diomedes, 
near aquileia at the source of the river 
Timavvus. Some writers, among them 
Valvazor, believed that the small karst 
horses, .noted for their strength and en¬ 
durance, were reared there later. More¬ 
over, the land around Lipica was not 
totally arid producing the sparse but 
juicy karst grass full of minerals and 
vitamins. The vicinity of the sea 


ensured a mild Mediterranean climate, while 
the nearby oak forests offered a plentiful 
supply of fuel for the winter months. And 
lastly, Lipica had much in common with simi¬ 
lar regions in Spain's Andalusia, which then 
reared some of the most renowned thorough¬ 
breds in Europe. 

FROM ANDALUSIA TO LIPICA 

In the Middle Ages, European countries 
most prized robust and tough horses able to 
support the weight of a rider clad in armour. 
Often the mounts themselves wore armour. 

After the invention of firearms in the 16th 
century, a lighter more mobile horse was 
needed. A cavalry rider no longer charged 
at another head-on, but was compelled to 
execute quick turns to be able to shoot at 
his opponent or avoid his opponent's shot. 

It was this type of horse that existed in 
15th and 16th century Spain. It was ob¬ 
tained by crossing Iberian horses with Berber 
or Arab horses brought over to Spain earlier 
by Moslem invaders. The result was the 
Andalusian horse - tall, with a magnificent 
arched neck, noble head and almost hawk-like 
nose. It had strong, well-muscled yet 
supple legs, moved with dignity and grace, 
was possessed of a lively temperament, and 
was extremely easy to teach. 

In the course of the 16th century, Austria 
imported a number of these horses from Spain. 
Despite the splendour and luxury of the 
Viennese court, the purchase of these horses

became an increasing financial burden 
as time wore on, and it was therefore 
decided to set up a royal stud-farm. The 
contract to buy Li pica, an estate then ex¬ 
tending over 300 hectares, was signed on 
May 19, 1580. The bishop's palace and 
serf's settlement were in a sorry state. 

The Turkish incursions through the Karst 
in 1559 had left a trail of destruction 
and poverty in Li pica. This is probably 
why the bishops of Trieste were so anxious 
to sell it. 

Archduke Charles named Bishop Corvetto 
as his counselor, while the Slovene Franc 
Jurko was to be overseer of the new farm. 

It took several years for work on the farm 
to be completed. Stables were built for 
the horses and living quarters for the 
staff. New pastureland was obtained by 
reclaiming the limestone soil and clearing 
woodland. Big storage tanks for water 
were also built. 

By the end of 1580 the Archduke had 
already sent Baron Khevenhiller to Spain 
fo buy stallions for his new stud. Khe¬ 
venhiller first brought back three "brincos" 
stallions (the name in Spanish means 
"treasure," "valuable," but also "jump," 
thus breeding stallion}. A bill of sale 
preserved to this very day states that 
the following stallions were purchased: 
"Bronco von Popo", priced at 127 ducats, 
"Brinco vgn_Frgsch" i _{120_ducats} _and_ 



"Brinco von einem fremden Vogel" (160 ducats) 
The following years saw the purchase of six 
more stallions and 24 mares from Spain. The 
most expensive stallion was an Andalusian 
costing 815 ducats. It was this stallion 
that dominated at the start of breeding and 
was the ancestor of the "Hermelin" horses 
on which the Viennese court set great store. 

Some chroniclers maintain, mostly on the 
basis of oral tradition, that the Trieste 
bishops also reared karst horses somewhere 
near Li pica. Archduke Charles is reputed 
to have bought this farm along with Li pica 
and transferred the horses to the new stud. 
Perhaps these karst horses were crossed with 
the Spanish stallions. At first, the 
Lipizzaners were called the karst breed. 

Even today at Li pica there are descendants of 
mares called Sardinia, Spadiglia and 
Argentina, which are described in their 
pedigrees as "original karst mares." 

THE SPANISH RIDING SCHOOL 

By all accounts, it would appear that 
horse-breeding at Li pica was based on Spanish 
stock. In 1595, 30 foals were taken to the 
stables of Archduke Charles at Graz, where 
it is supposed that Li pica sent all annual 
foals. Consequently, the stud farm must have 
had between 60 and 70 breeding mares. 

For 150 years, the farm supplied the 
Austrian court, the aristocracy and the army 
with horses. A turning-point in Lipica's 
history came during the reign of Emperor 
Charles VI, who ruled from 1711 to 1740. 

It was he who built the magnificent 
building of the Spanish Riding School, which 
had been founded as early as 1572. Up to 
that time, the School had used exclusively 
Andalusian horses for its dressage displays. 
These had been specially bred at the Kladrub 
farm in Czechoslovakia. When this building 
was officialy opened on September 14, 1735, 
horses from Li pica were presented for the 
first time.

MYSTERY

It was obvious at first glance that the 
wardrobe was perfect. There was practically 
no one in the shop, so Hinko Hodak could 
look around undisturbed. The wardrobe 
stood so that one half was under a white 
fluorescent lamp and the other in the day¬ 
light streaming in through window that looked 
out onto a concrete ramp mounting up to 
the garage in the mezzanine and, a little 
further, onto the roofs of small houses. 

Thus one could see what the wardrobe looked 
like in the natural light of day and also 
in artificial light. In the quiet shop Hodak 
took a deep breath: furniture shops always 
made a person slightly apprehensive, ready 
to believe that the strangest things could 
happen there. 

The wardrobe was tall, reddish-brown, it 
had carved scalloping on top in the right 
pattern, a wide door and big red tassle 
hanging from the key. Everything was just 
right, particularly the colour, which was 
curiously like the hair of a young woman 
talking to a shop assistant in a corner 
near the window. Hodak had spent his entire 
working life as a theatre make-up artist 
and had an eye for colour. 

After examining the wardrobe a while 
longer, he gave a cough and turned to see 
if anyone would come. Obeying his dramatic 
instinct, Hinko Hodak started to pay more 
attention to the pair by the window. They 
seemed to be arguing about something, the 
shop assistant was trying to convince the 
woman of something. She had a narrow face, 
and she was beautiful. While they were 
talking, she noticed something through the 
window. She raised her hand to her mouth 
as if in surprise, and then the two of them 
moved closer to the window and looked out. 

The hum of a lorry motor could be heard 
outside. Hinko Hodak was already imagining 
what had happened: the young woman had come 
in to lodge a complaint and ordered the 
furniture .she had bought returned to the shop; 
this would account for the argument with the 
salesman. Indeed, he now patted the woman 
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gently on the arm, opened a side door and 
disappeared down the stairs. The woman sat 
down on one of the display couches, staring 
ahead of her, looking rather dispirited. 

Hodak felt he ought to comfort her. 

"May I help you?" 

The retired make-up artist was startled 
by the voice, almost as if he had been 
caught peeking through a keyhole.
